Two Sundre residents have been charged for their 
part in a vehicle stop that resulted in the seizure of a 
loaded weapon, drugs, and cash in Didsbury April 2(5. 

According to Didsbury RCMP, a vehicle was pulled 
over at the Fas (ias in Didsbury as a result of the reg¬ 
istered owner having a warrant out for his arrest, at 
approximately (i p.m. 

Investigating officer Cst. Robert Ka\anaugh eoniplet 
ed a search, where he located a loaded .22 cal hand¬ 
gun, what police describe as a small amount of crack 
cocaine and marijuana, and $1,810 in cash. 

Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer says while it isn't unusual for 


area police to find a rifle in a vehicle during a traffic 
stop because of it being a jurisdiction where hunting is 
common, finding a handgun is uncommon. 

“It becomes a very high risk incident," he says. “We 
wonder, ‘what do we have here? Do we have a 
weapon, or more weapons?’"

substance for the purpose of trafficking, possession of 
a prohibited firearm, and unauthorized possession of a 
firearm. Ryan Szewczyk, 32, was also charged with 
one count of possession of a controlled substance and 
breach of probation. 

O’Dwyer says he believes O’Grady and Szewczyk are 
known to police.

New illicit 
drug initiative 
a good step

While efforts to combat the 
spread and proliferation of illegal 
drug use in Alberta’s rural com¬ 
munities through vigorous police 
enforcement should and must 
continue, a new initiative by the 
federal government aimed at providing help for 
youthful abusers is welcome news. 

Under the National Anti-Drug Strategy, $111 mil¬ 
lion is being provided to the provinces to assist in 
strengthening treatment systems and early inter¬ 
vention programs. 

The initiative will aim to reduce and eliminate 
the progression and severity of illicit drug use 
behavior, particularly among young people, say 
officials. 

"These investments will provide an important 
boost to the drug treatment options that are avail¬ 
able to young Canadians who are at-risk," said 
Health Minister Tony Clement. 

“Our object is to improve access to quality serv¬ 
ices and effective approaches to treating individu¬ 
als who pose a risk to themselves, their families, 
and their communities." 

The new funding is accompanied by a nation¬ 
wide Anti-Drug Strategy advertising campaign that 
will include newspaper, radio and online ads. 

These new initiatives couldn't come at a better 
time - with more and more effort being made by 
dealers and distributors these days to target the 
still largely untapped rural youth market. 

For example, a look at the court docket in the 
Didsbury provincial court almost any week will 
show a myriad of drug related crimes being com¬ 
mitted by youths, not only for possession of 
cocaine and other drugs, but also for related prop¬ 
erty and persons crimes. 

If this new federal initiative can help those same 
young people avoid the scourge of illegal drug use 
or help them beat addictions that they may already 
have, it is good for everyone. 

Of course residents must also continue to do 
their part to fight illegal drugs, either by providing 
a helping hand for a young person or by reporting 
drug activity through Crime Stoppers or the local 
RC'MI’ detachment. 

People who “make their living” by targeting 
young people through the sale of addictive illegal 
drugs are reprehensible and nothing but bad news 
for large and small communities alike - always 
have been and always will be. 

Anti since those individuals obviously aren’t 
about to give up their lucrative businesses, it’s up 
to community stakeholders to do their part to 
make sure the criminals who target kids don’t win 
out in the end. 

While it is too much to hope for that Alberta 
communities would some how suddenly become 
free of illegal drugs and the crime and corruption 
that goes along with it, this new federal initiative 
aimed at helping young abusers leave the drugs 
behind is good news for the community-at-large.

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Age of consent increase welcome news, Ten-digit 

says MP Thompson calling 

about to 


Impaired driving fines going up

The increase in the age of sexual 
consent from 14 to 10 years, which 
came into effect on May 1, is good 
news for families ;utd bad news for 
men who prey on kids, says Wild 
Rose Conservative Ml’ Myron 
Thompson. 

Thompson, who had been push¬ 
ing for the age to Ih> raised to 18 
years, says he's nonetheless happy 
with the change. 

"It's a hig banner day,” Thompson. 
"This means that you 14 and 15 year 
olds are now going to have to listen 
to mom ;uul dad, they are tin* boss 
when it comes to sexual consent. 

“I can remember a lot of situa¬ 
tions where parents really wanted 
to get their 14 and 15 year olds out 
of situations but they couldn’t. They 
had no authority and the police had 
no authority. I believe that kind of 


consensual behaviour should not be 
allowed until at least lti.” 

The overriding gotil of the legisla¬ 
tion is to target pedophiles, he said. 

"What we are trying to stop is 
older men being predators to young 
girls, to get them to consent to this 
activity when they are not of age,” 
he said. 

Asked if the same holds tme for 
young boys, Thompson said yes. 

Over the past 15 years Thompson 
and ;i number of other Conservative 
MPs have put forward private mem¬ 
bers bills calling for the age to be 
raised 

"It has Anally come to light since 
1!(93. A bunch of us put them in the 
hope that our name would be 
drawn, but rather than getting our 
names drawn we finally formed the 
government and convinced the 
Justice Minister to introduce legisla¬ 
tion,” he said. 

There are exemptions in the legis¬ 


lation for young people having sexu¬ 
al relations with other young peo¬ 
ple. 

“Everybody was living under the 
fear that we were going to throw 15 
year olds into jail for having sox 
with another 15 year old, and that’s 
not what the bill is all about,” he 
said. 

Meanwhile, increases in the mini¬ 
mum fine for impaired driving com¬ 
ing into effect this summer will 
hopefully deter more motorists 
from driving drunk, say police and 
prosecutors. 

On that date, the minimum fine 
for a first-time conviction for 
impaired driving or driving with a 
blood alcohol level greater than 80 
mg increases from $(i()0 to $1,000. 

As well, there are new minimum 
jail terms for second convictions, 
increasing from 14 days to :K) days. 
Each subsequent conviction now 
carries a jail term of 120 days, up 


from IK) days. 

The changes will also means an 
increase in victim fine surcharge 
levels, which typically add 15 per 
cent to impaired driving fines. 

“We w;mt to get drunk drivers off 
the roads and hopefully this will 
help,” siiid veteran Crown prosecu¬ 
tor Doug Simpson. “In the rural 
areas there’s a lot of it (impaired 
driving) going on.” 

Provincial court judge I>‘s Grieve 
said last week in Didshury court 
that the fact there Is a minimum fine 
is an indication of the seriousness 
Parliament places on fighting drunk 
driving. 

Sundre RC’MP Cpl. Tina Millard, 
operational supervisor in one of 
Alberta’s busiest rural RCMP 
detachment iireas, says the new 
higher fines an* welcome news. 

“We are hopeful this will act as a 
deterrent," said Millard. “1 would 
say it will deter some drivers."

Alberta is growing in 
leaps and bounds and in 
order to keep up, phone 
companies across the 
province are introducing 
10-digit calling. 

Effective Sept. 12, 
2008, the industry is 
adding new area codes to 
British Columbia and 
Alberta - 587 will be the 
new area code across 
Alberta. A second area 
code means that people 
must dial 10 digits for 
local calls, adding the 
area code, stated a press 
release from Telus. 

A permissive dialing 
period will begin on June 
23 to help callers adjust 
to dialing 10 digits. 
During this period, 
callers who dial only the 
normal seven digits will 
be reminded to dial 10 
digits the next time they 
place a call. But in 
September, all calls must 
he made with the area 
code, or the caller won’t 
be connected. 

"Don't wait until the 
last minute. Practice and 
make the changes now," 
said Chris Gerritsen, sen¬ 
ior communications man¬ 
ager with Telus, adding 
that callers are able to 
start dialing 10 digits 
now. 

"This is a necessary 
thing to ensure Alberta 
doesn’t run out of num¬ 
bers." 

"Businesses will need 
to begin preparing for 10- 
digit calling now by 
reprogramming telephone 
functions and communi¬ 
cations equipment now," 
said Jeff Meerman, asso¬ 
ciate director with Bell 
media relations. New 
phone numbers coming in 
may have a different area 
code, but Gerritsen said 
existing numbers would 
not be affected. As well, 
callers won't need to use 
an area code for three- 
digits numbers such as 
911 and 411 and the geo¬ 
graphical boundaries that 
determine long-distance 
calling won't be affected.
